The  production  of  wheat  in  Latvia  for  1922  was  a"bout  25  per  cent  greater 
than  for  1921.      The  production  of  barley,  oats  and  flax  fiber  were  also  increased 
in  1922,      The  principal  crop  of  the  country  v\/as  oats,  with  an  area  of  67^,595 
acres  and  a  production  of  IS, 270,000  bushels. 

The  area  planted  to  tobacco  in  Czechoslovakia  in  1922  was  about  23  per  cent 
greater  than  in  1921,  and  the  number  of  growers  increased  lb  per  cent* 

According  to  a  rough  estimate  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Central  Statistical

The  production  of  cacao  in  Ecuador  in  1921  was  slightly  greater  than  that

The  area  decoted  to  hops  in  the  United  States,  England,  Belgium,  France  and 
Germany  is  estimated  to  amount  to ^99,000  acres,  as  compared  with  96,000  acres  last 
year  and  an  average  of  l6l,000  acres  for  the  period  I909-I3. 

The  production  of  hops  in  the  United  States,  England,  Belgiun,  France,

The  United  States  and  Germany  are  the  principal  exporters  of  hops,  both 
countries  showing  an  increase  over  the  prewar  years.      In  1921,  e:<ports  from  the 
United  States  araoT:inted  to  18,000,000  pounds  as  compared  with  the  I909-I3  average 
of  15,000,000  pounds;  Germany  exported  22,000,000  pounds  in  I92O,  comjared  with 
IS, 000, 000  pounds  during  I909-I3.        Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom 
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and  Belgi-uir.  sKct  a  slight  increase  over  the  pre-war  average,  tut  in  I921  L-nports 
for  these  cc-antries  .vere  only  atout  half  as  rmich  as  in  I92O,     Inxorts  into 
France  were  3,000,000  povmds  in  I921  compared  .vith  a  pre--'rar  average  of  5,000,000 
po-ands. 

Prices  of  flour  and  mill-feed  have  "been  declining  rapidly  since  the  first 
of  the  year  .vith  uniformity  in  the  important  marliets  of  Canada  and  United  States. 

The  dojm-vard  trend  of  com  prices  in  Australia  and  United  States  v/as 
prc-ctically  the  same  in  I920  and  I921.    The  actual  decline  .vas  greater  in  the 
United  States .
